Thi^ evaluation isheet includes thp items listed in referenced 
SAC fLetter asi well as certain items of description, which it is 
believed will be of value to Agents utilizing the geographically " 
filed Commuiaist Index cards as anSf investigative aid. Agents are not v 
expected to e^cpend any iinvestigative effort to obtain this descriptive 
data; but will only be expected to i set forth this data if it is 
available in the subject file. It is believed that this evaluation 
sheeit will facilitate the work of Agents making the file reviews and 
alsd be of assistance to siiperyisory personnel ih determining 
whether or not a Communist Index card should be prepared ^ 
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It is believed desirable by this office to maintain 
both a geographical and alphabetical breakdown of the Communist 
Index. It is felt that the geographical index will be of 
practical and continuing value in our current intensified 
investigations to identify the rank and file Party membership. 
It is believed that the alphabetical index is necessary in that 
it provides a central index of individuals possessing subversive 
sympathies or affiliations. 

It is believed that the maximum benefit from the 
Communist Index can be derived by this office through the 
maintenance of both geographical and alphabetical breakdowns.
